Christopher Smith Tells New York In- 


spector That He Rebbed Houses 
Merely for Excitement.

BILL TO PROTECT PUSBLISH- 
ERS IN LIBEL CASES. 

“tn July, 1904, a woman who gave 
the mame of Annie Oakley, was ar- 
fested in Chicago for theft. She en- 
tered a plea of guilty in the police 
court, and was sent to the workhouse. 
Anni Oakley, as is known to many, 
is @ noted markswoman. The woman 
Srrested and sent to the workhouse 
in Chicago claimed to be Annie Oak- 
ley, the markswoman, and her state- 
~Ments to the police and the court 
Seemed to substantiate the claim. 
Police and court officials and news- 
paper reporters, were all convinced 
wal the woman arrested was the real 

Bie Oakley. She was visited in 

cell by persons who had seen An- 
mie Oakley perform, and they iden- 
tified her as the famous “Little Sure- 
Shot.” To make the deception more 
Complete, the bogus Annie Oakley 
Showed great familiarity with the 
Show business in general, and par- 
ticularly with the affairs of the Buf- 
Zalo Bill show, with which the real 
Annie Oakley had traveled for years. 
ane bogus Oakler was also a marks- 
Woman of rave ability, which lent ad- 
@itional color to her claims. 

The story was printed fh the Chi- 
Caso papers Without qualification, the 
evidence that the woman arrested was 
the real Annie Oakley being accepted 
as conclusive. It was also sent broad- 
cast, and was printed iu other papers 
throughout the country, with much 
pictorial embellishment and with 
gketches of Annie Oakley's career as 
@ markswoman. On the day following 
these publications it was learned that 
the woman, under arrest waz not An- 
bie Oakley, but had used the latter's 
fame without warrant. At once vol- 
ontary explanations were sent by wire, 
Dy special correspondents and press 
associations. Everything possible 
was done to make amends for the 
unintentional wrong done to the real 
Annie Oakley, but the latter refused 
to accept explanations or apologies, 
a=. ‘bel suits were Bled by Miss Oak- 
ley, ‘backed by the National Surety 
Company, against the leading news- 
pape s which had published the story. 
Up to the present time Miss Oakley 
hag collected damages amounting to 
about £10,000. anu has verdicts for 815. 
O00 additional. while her best cases 
are yet to de tried. She has brought 
suits ageregating about $800,000, all 
told. Tt is evident that if she wins 
these, or half of them, she can retire 
from the shopting business and live 
in comfort ever after. 

Naturally. this case has brought 
home to newspaper publishers in er- 
ery Sate of the Union the necessity 
of changes in the libel laws such as 
Will serve in some degree to protect 
them against extortion. A bill has 
een (or soon will be) introduced in 
the California Legis'ature “author- 

Ing the consolidation of actions for 

wet and evidence therein,” which 
provides as follows:

purport or effect as the libel for which 


such action has been brought.” 
This bill is in effect a copy of an 


act passed by the English Parliament 
in 1888, which successfully put an end 


to raids of this kind upon the Eng- 
lish ne spapers. The case of Miss 
Oakley, who has begun suits against 
over forty publications, claiming dam- 


ages aggregating some $800,000, shows 


that there is need for similar legisla- 
tion in this country. It is obvious that 
if. some protection of this kind be not 
extended to publishers, it will be com- 
paratively easy for two or more per- 
Sons to enter into a conspiracy. to 
extort money from them through 2a 
process very much like that which 
came about in the Oakley case. There 
is no evidence, so far as has appeared, 
of conspiracy in that case. But if the 
bogus Annie Oakley had “stood in” 
with the real Annie Oakley, the out- 
come would have been about the same, 
as far as the newspapers sued for libel 
were concerned. Unscrupulous per- 
sons might make it a profitable busi- 
ness to get up conspiracies of this 
kind. The plan of consolidation pro- 
posed in the foregoing bill, having 
been put into successful operation in 
England, ought to succeed as well in 
the United Stat». Its justice is ap- 


parent without argument. .

DRUG TRUST ASSAILED. 

Appealing to the law as it at pres- 
ent stands, a suit for heavy damages 
has been begun by a Los Angeles re- 
tall drug company against a combina- 
tion of wholesalers and rival retailers 
who have endeavored to put it out of 
business. The broad facts may be 
stated as notoriously existent in sev- 


eral other branches of trade that have 


Furthermore, the story 
ingly Mmustrates the successive grades 
of organization that have to be effected 
before the ultimate object of robbing 
the public can be attained. 

First of all, the National Wholesale 
Druggisis’ Association is incorporated; 
ite members virtually control the man- 
ufacture and supply of drugs for the 
whole of America. This may be con- 
veniently designated as Trust A. Trust 
B consists of the retail druggists 
throughout the United States, banded 
together at the instigation and with 
the assistance of the wholesalers’ or- 
ganization. The compact is that Trust 
A shall supply goods only to members 
of Trust B. The latter, therefore, if 
they stand solid, can fix an arbitrary 
schedule of prices to be charged to the 
public, and with Trust A solidly behind 
them a monoply isithus established. 
The goods in the first place can be sup- 
plied only by A, they can be retailed 
only by B, and, therefore, the public is 
compelled to pay over the counter the 
price secretly agreed upon between A 
and B. The factors of cost of the raw 
niaterials, of skill and economy in their 
preparation, of business aptitude 
whereby one retailer can sell chenper 
than another, are all eliminated. Com- 
petition, which in the end has always 


been the one public safeguard against 


extortion, absolutely disapncars. In 
plain language, the public is held up 
and. robbed. 

To render the system thoroughly ef- 
fective, local combination is also nec- 
efsary. Let us suppose that all the 
druggists in a wh or Village have 
been “roped in,” and are members of 
Trust B. They now form Trust C. a 
sort of Vigilance Committee for each 
particular locality. The duty of this 
committee fe to see that no outsider 
breaks through the ring+fence of mo- 
nopoly, and that no member of the 
brotherhood cuts the rates as against 
his fellow-cohspirators. In either of 
these events, a report is at once sent 
by Trust C to the headquarfers or 
Trust B. Trust. B potifiei Trust A, and 
Trust A respesds-by placing the of- 
fender’s name upon its Dlackiist. The 
effect of this is to cut off supplies of 
goods, and so to starve the recalcitrant 
trader out of business. The outraged 
public, even though their synrpathies be 
with him, are ‘powerless to avert his 
ruin, for the medicines they require 
can. come only from the one fountain 
head of supplies in the country, 
namely, the manhufactories and ware- 
houses controlled by the combination 
of whoilesaiers. Has there ever been 
a more subtiy 460uceived aud more 
painstakingly organized scheme where- 
by the purveyors_of one class of neces- 
saries shall hold. the consumers abso- 
lutely at their mercy? 

The Sun Druk Company of Los An- 
geles conducts five retail stores in this 
city, and one eadth in Pasadena, Red- 
lands and Riverside. It was in the 
last-narned town that it came under 
the lash of the hoycott, inflicted not by 
its customers, but by its competitors 
in trade. Reported to the trust by he 
other driggists of Riverside that it 
was selling goods to the public at a 
cheaper rate than the trust scale of 
arbitrarily fixed prices allowed, the 
Arm was at once blacklisted by the 
head-center officials of the organiza- 
tion. Not a pound of drugs could it 
procure from the wholesale dealers 
throughout the United States affiliated 
as (ie mother trust of the system. 
And the embargo applied not only to 
the shop in Riverside, but to the seven 
other shops in other parts of Southern 
California. For four months the com- 


pany las struggled on under this de- 


cree off commercial ostracism, and but | 


for the fact that its supply depot hap- 
pened to be well stocked at the outset 
of hos Ulities it would have been fofced 
to put up its shutters ere now. 

Here we have only one more example 
of the boycott in its varied forms of 
odious tyrariny—tyranny by which in 


the end the general public is always 


made to suffer. We have seen it in i- 
cugto, where labor unions and contrac- 
tors’ ur ons have come together,

and a kavish price for materials and 
work, amd 80 robbed the people all 
round.

So Christ has to be seized and 
smitten by the rod of faith and power 
before the living water comes out for 
the thirsty soyl. Jacob's grip on the 
angel, and Paul's determination to for- 
get the past and Control the future 
have Very Ymportant lessons for us.

Evangelists Criticised. 


„The Rev. H. L. Canfield, D. D., at the 
Universalist service in Cumnock Hall 
Sunday morning severely criticised 
som of the teachings of the evange- 
li.ts. His pubject was “The Saving 
Grace of Good Morals.” and was in 
tended as a rebuttal of the theory that 
something more than a moral life was 
22 to saivation. He said, in 
part: 

“It has been asserted oftentimes by 
religious teachers that a moral man is 
a worse man, more dangerous to the 
community in which he lives and fur- 
ther from salvation than an immora: 
man, an open violator ot all moral pre- 
cepts. It was assumed that the moral! 
man and the sinner alike needed con- 
version, and experience it was said 
showed that it was easier to convert 
the outbreaking sinner than the moral 


ma.. 

“There is a disposition to make a 
very marked distinction between mor- 
ality and religion, and to maintain tha. 
morality of itself has no promise of 
salvation. 

“The Standard Dictionary defines 
moral ‘Pertaining to the practices, con- 
duct and spirit of men toward God, 
themselves and their fellow men, with 
reference to right and wrong and to 
ob-igation to duty.’ That is, man’s hap- 
piness results from obedience to the 
laws of his own being, these laws be- 
ing in conformity to the character*and 
attributes of ‘ 

“Much of the bi ri upon these 
themes comes of the mistaken idea e- 
garding salvation. Satvation is not 
something that ill come to us when 
we die, in the form of an unaiterable 
destiny. Salvation comes in the form 
of any influence affecting our lives for 
good, making us truer. juster, or, 
more patient, foving, trustful, hejpful 
and hoppy, Salvation is not a ing 
that comes all at once and in its full- 
ness. It is a matter of growth, it is 
progressive. 

Is there salvation in morality? Yes, 
Every man who dares to think for him- 
se’. and who is capable of thinking 


rationally, knows that there is salva- 
tion in ty.

Mills Retorte. 


Rev. B. Fay Mills chose for his sub- 
ject last evening, by special request, 
‘Why I Changed My Religious Opin- 
ons.” He said: “I do not ordinarily 
obtrude on my congregations my per- 
sonal experiences. But there may come 
a time when a man’s experience should 
be public property. I am told by em- 
ment ministers in this city that num- 
bers of people here and elsewhere are 
looking to me for assistance in their 
spiritual perplexities, and 1 have con- 
cluded that I owe it to them and 
to others to make a plain statement 
as to why and how’ 1 have changed 
my religious opinions. I will need to 
divide this into two sections, so that 
this evening the topic will be, ‘Why 
My Opinions Were Changed,’ and next 
Sunday morning, ‘What 1 Believe,’ or 
‘How I Have Altered My Views.” 

“My opinions were changed because 
I grew in mental and moral and spir- 
itual development until the conceptions 
of my childhood and of the childhood 
of the race were as inappropriate to 
my present position as a child's clothes 
weuld be to a man. I can say as Paul 
did, “When I was a child I thought as 
a child. but when I became a man I 
put away childish things.’ The causes 
of my growth were three. 

“First, personal. Intellectually the 
old conceptions of God, man and the 
universe, became no longer tenable. 
No reputable university or high school 
teaches the old doctrine of the wrea- 
tion of the world in six days, that the 
human race were descended from one 
pair, and that death and sin entered 
the world on account of the sin of 
Adam and Eve. In fact, no modern 
man, in or out of the churches, be- 
lieves in the fall of man. But the 
whole of the old dogmatic system of 
mechanical salvation from an imagi- 
nary hell of endless torment depends 
on faith in man's fall and his need 
of special redemption. 

“Morally, I could not consent to con- 
ceal my opinions. A prominent minis- 
ter in thie city said to another 
preacher whose theological views had 
grown with the advancement of mod- 
ern knowledge, “But if you express 
these views you may lose your soul,’ 
and the other replied, ‘I certainly shall 
if 1 conceal them.“ 

“The second reason is a greater one, 
namely, that I am part of a great 
world movement. Every time is <a 
crisis, but there are great days when 
an old world passes away and a new 
world comes into existence. We of 
the vanguard are not producing this 
world-advance—we are produced by it, 
and are a constituent part of it. New 
light is breaking from the eternal 
word of God. We are on the upward 
arc of a cirele. Science has passed 
clear through matter and is now con- 
cerned with force.and the cause of 
phenomena. The faith in wnity, pro- 
ducing national and international eco- 
nomic and political codperation, fs the 
Zeitgeist of this hour. 

“But the greatest cause of my the- 
ological enlightenMment was because 1 


believe it to be my Mission to Al what 


place I may in helping this new birth 
of humanity. Like Paul, in my youth, 
‘after the strictest sect of our relig- 
jon, I a Pharisee.” drank in 
theology with my mother’s milk. In 
my religious experiences I learned all 
that is known, or can be known, of 
the power of the old dogmas and the 
old ecclesiasticiam. I Was a pastor of 
orthodox churches for ten years, East 
and West, in country and city. I was 
ten years an evangelist with a national

mission. No man Hves whose history 
has beef more deeply InWrotight with 
the histogy of the American Protestant 
Church. Personally, I am interested 
wholly in religion, as I understand It. 
My views have altered, but I have 
kept my religion. I have been called 
by the great Unseen Spirit to bear wit- 
hess to the Good, the True and ise 
Beautiful. 

“Il am told that prayers have been 
offered the past week for my con- 
version. They have been answered. 1 
am thoroughly converted to the e- 
cacy ot the great gospel of the abso- 
lute sufficiency of the life of trustful 
love.

MAXIM GORKY, “THE 
BITTER.” 


(FROM A SPECIAL CONTRIBUTOR.) 

The ease of Maxim Gorky, the fa- 
méus Russian novelist, has aroused 
much interest among the litecarv work- 
ers and artists of Europe, and in ers 
degree, among the writers of this coun- 
try. Gorky was imprisoned for par- 
ticipating in the strike movement in 
Russia, and his friends and admirers 


feared that he would be summarily | 


dealt with in Russian fashion, either 
by condemnation to death or by ban- 
lishment to Siberia. 

By his birth, upbringing and asso- 
clatlons, Gorky would naturally sym- 
pathize with the masses in their in- 
industrial and political turmoils. When 
he was 5 years of age, his father died 
a pauper. His mother soon married 
again, and the lttlé boy was relegat- 
ed to the care of his grandfather. At 
an early age he began to shift for 
himself. He was apprenticed to 4 
shoemaker, and ran away. He was set 
to work at other trades, and soon man- 
aged to give his employers the slip. 
For several years he worked at vari- 
ous occupations that require little skill. 
He was a scullion on a river boat, a 
paker’s assistant, a stevedore, a boat- 
man. He worked on the docks, in salt 
pits, in mines and wherever there was 
rough, coarse labor. He peddled ap- 
ples and beer. Even by these shifts, 
he was distressed to make a living, 
and was often penniless and always 
homeless. Once he was in such despair 
that he shot himeelf. His effort to 
end his lite was unsuccessful, and he 
recovered from his wound. At one time 
of his boyhood be led a wild, Vaga- 
bond ite, and was the friend and as- 
sociate of thieves, beggars and — — 
For harboring alding crimi 
he was arrested and imprisoned. Aft- 
er his release he joined students’ clubs, 
and became active in carrying forward 
their revolutionary work. 

His youthful life, accordingly, pre- 
pared him for the kind of iiterary 
work which was to be his vocation. He 
began writing and scored at once 4 
marked success. Interest in the pro 
Auctions of Tourgéfileff and Tote 
was flagging. and the new sensation 
in the world of fiterature,which Gorky 
furnished was welcome in Russia and 
the rest of Europe.

of Alexei Maximovitch Pyeshkof, he 
assumed that of Maxim Gorky. Vor- 
ky” means in Russian ter,“ or, aa 
some suthoritjes tell us, it is a syn- 
onym for “lamented” and “unfortu- 
nate.” His. pseudonym gives a cles 
to the spirit of his writings. They 
have the saeva indignatio of Swift, 
with his coarseness and obscenity; and 
to these qualities Gorky adds profan- 
ity and beastliness. His books are dis- 
gusting and depressing. He denounces 
and derides the existing political in- 
stitutions of Russia, and its social 
fabric, and would destroy them. But 
er as a sibstitute. 

n “Foma Gordy@eft” we find most 
beautiful descriptions of the Volga 
River, which he loves with intensity. 
There are wonderful delineations of 
merchants and shipbatiders, who, at a 


previous period of their lives, have 


been robbers and murderers.” They all 
have a hidden history. The hero, 
Foma, who inherits vast wealth, de- 
spises his money, and cannot squan- 
der it fast enough fn drunkenness and 
debauchery. Everybody in this story, 
and in all his stories, I may say, reeks 
with tobacco and whisky. Foma, with 
a boon companion, makes a journey 6n 
a river boat. They travel with two 
girls of the demi-monde. Interwoven 
with glorious descriptions of the sun- 
lit river, and the picturesque river 
banks, there are scenes of orgies that 
would put Bacchts himself to shame. 
After the journey, Foma goes head- 
long to destruction. His continual hard 
drinking drives him insane, and he 
partiy recovers his reason only after 
a three years’ treatment in an asy- 
lum. When he is released he is hal- 
witted, and always more or less tipsy, 
as he wanders up and down the coun- 
try, the sport of heartless boys. 

Such is his picture of a young Rus- 
sian born to wealth, but by ancestry 
belonging to the poorer classes. Gor- 
ky’s mission is to describe the degrad- 
ed, the beastly, the criminal of the hu- 
man family, and to picture them as 
irredeemable. His point of view is 
best expressed in his own words. He 
says: “I have come from below, from 
the very depths of life, where there is 
naught but slime and slush I am 
the voice of that life—the harsh cry 
of those who wallow in its mire.” 

Peasant worship is the fad of mod 
ern Russian writers. They delight to 
show the moujik as a patriot. In 
Gorky’s books the mighty unrest of 
the lower „ the aspirations to 
ownership of home and land the 
Socialistic and agnostic doctrines that 
they hold, all have an utterance. Gorky 
poses as the volce of the Russian peo- 
pie. This is what one of his heroes, 
a bold, adroit thief, says to his forced 
assistant: “Brother, the great essen- 
tial of a peasant is liberty. You must 
be your own master. Your house may 
not have cost you much, but it must 
be your own. Your piece of ground, a 
single acre, perhaps, but your own.” 

“Tehelkache,” one of Gorky's most 

rerful and characteristic stories, was 
published last year in the Fortnightly 
Review. It is un adsorbing tale of a 
thief, Tchelkache by name, who smug- 
gies in by boat at night two cases of 
rich silks, under the very noses of the 
customhouse officials. 

If there is anything that Gorky ex- 
cels in describing, it is river life, the 
boaatmen and the dock hands—associa.

An autepsy made yesterday on the
